First. — ^The undersigned members of the Bar of Mich- 
igan in good standing, and authorized to practice in the 
courts hereof, BEING RESIDENTS OF OR PRACTIC- 
ING IN THE CITY OF DETROIT, and more than fifteen 
in number, and whose names and residences are particularly 
set forth by their signatures subscribed to these articles, in 
pursuance and by authority of an act of the Legislature of 
the State of Michigan, entitled : "An Act to Authorize the 
Formation of Incorporations of Associations of Members 
of the Bar" approved April 25th, 1881, do hereby associate 
together for the purpose of incorporation. 

Second. — ^The name and style of said Association shall 
be "The Detroit Bar Association." 

The office for the transaction of its business shall be in 
the City of Detroit, in the County of Wayne. 

The period of incorporation shall be thirty years. 

Third. — ^The objects of said Association shall be to main- 
tain the honor and dignity of the profession of the law, in-

creasing its usefulness in promoting the due administration 
of justice and cultivating social intercourse among its mem- 
bers. 

Fourth. — The regular officers of said Association shall 
be a President, a first and second Vice-President, a Corres- 
ponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary and a Treasurer. 

The officers named shall be elected at the regular meeting 
which shall be held on the second Tuesday in May in each 
year. 

Fifth. — ^Any member of the Bar of Michigan, residing 
or maintaining an office for the practice of the profession 
of law in the County of Wayne, who has been admitted to 
the Bar of Michigan for more than two years and who is 
actively engaged in practice, and any member of the Bar 
of Michigan holding a judicial position in Wayne County, 
may become a member of the Association, provided he be 
elected to such membership in the manner provided by the 
By-laws. 

All persons who were members of the Association on 
May 8, 1906, and all persons who shall hereafter be elected 
to membership, shall retain their membership subject to the 
provisions of the Articles of Association and the By-laws.

BY-LAWS 

AS AMENDED AND REVISED JUNE 12ili, 1906 



ARTICLE I. 

MEETINGS OF ASSOCIATION. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the members of the 
Association shall be held on the second Tuesday in May in 
each year at such time and place in the City of Detroit as 
the President shall designate. 

Section 2. Notice of the time and place of the annual 
meeting shall be sent by mail by the Corresponding Secre- 
tary to each member at least five days before such meeting. 

Section 3. If for any reason the annual meeting is not 
held upon the second Tuesday in May, it may be called by 
the President at any time thereafter. 

Section 4. If the annual meeting is not called and held 
within thirty days after the second Tuesday in May in any 
year, any twenty members of the Association may call the 
annual meeting for any time and place in the City of Detroit 
by publishing a notice to that effect at least two days before 
such meeting in a daily paper published in the City of De- 
troit and in general circulation therein. 
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Section 5. Special meetings of the members of the As- 
sociation may be called for business purposes by the Pres- 
ident or by the Executive Committee at any time or place 
in the City of Detroit by giving the notice required in the 
second section and stating therein the business proposed to 
be transacted at such meeting. 

Section 6. Special meetings of the members of the As- 
sociation for entertainment, social, or memorial purposes 
may be called by the President at any time or place in the 
City of Detroit by giving such notice as the President shall 
find expedient under the circumstances. 

Section 7. Special meetings of the members of the As- 
sociation for any purpose may be called by any twenty mem- 
bers of the Association for any time or place in the City 
of Detroit, by giving the notice provided in Section 4, which 
notice shall contain a statement of the business proposed 
to be transacted at such meeting — ^provided the President 
and Executive Committee refuse to call such meeting on 
written application made to them by any twenty members 
of the Association. 

Section 8. Twenty members shall constitute a quorum 
at all meetings of the members of the Association. 
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ARTICLE II. 

OFFICERS AND CpMMITTEES. 

Section 1. The officers provided for in the Articles of 
Association, to-wit : A President, a First Vice-President, a 
Second Vice-President, a Recording Secretary, a Corres- 
ponding Secretary, and a Treasurer, shall be members 
of the Association and shall be elected by ballot at the 
annual meeting of the members of the Association, and shall 
hold office for one year and until their successors are chosen. 
Vacancies occurring in any of said offices, except that of 
President, shall be filled by the President Vacancies in 
the office of President shall be filled by the Vice-Presidents 
in order. 

Section 2. The offices of Recording Secretary and 
Corresponding Secretary shall be filled by one person under 
the name of Secretary, unless the members at the annual 
meeting otherwise decide, or the President shall find it nec- 
essary through pressure of business to appoint a Correspond- 
ing Secretary ad interim. 

Section 3. There shall be an Executive Committee, 
consisting of eleven members, six of whom shall be appoint- 
ed by the President, and five of whom shall be the President, 
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First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Recording 
Secretary, and Treasurer ex-ofKcio. 

Section 4. The members of the Executive Committee 
shall hold office for one year and until their successors are 
chosen. _ 

Section 5. Meetings of the Executive Committee may 
be held at any time and place in the City of Detroit on call 
of the President and may be adjourned from time to time. 

Section 6. Meetings of the Executive Committee may 
be called by any six members thereof for any time or place 
in the City of Detroit by giving all members prior notice 
in writing of such meeting, either personally or by mail, at 
least one day before such meeting. 

Section 7. Six members shall constitute a quorum of 
the Executive Committee, but a less number may adjourn 
from time to time. 

Section 8. The President may appoint one or more 
standing or special committees, either of the Executive Com- 
mittee or of the other members of the Association, who shall 
report to and be controlled and discharged by the Executive 
Committee. 

Section 9. The President (unless otherwise directed 
by the Association) may appoint at any meeting of the 
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members of the Association, one or more special committees, 
who shall report to and be controlled and discharged by the 
members of the Association : — ^provided, however, the mem- 
bers of the Association may by resolution likewise appoint 
special committees. 

Section 10. The members of the Association may at 
any meeting remove any officer or member of any of the 
committees from office by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members present and voting at such meeting, provided not 
less than one hundred votes be cast in favor of such removal 
and provided further that notice of the proposed resolution 
of removal is served upon the officer or committeeman eith- 
er personally or by mail at least two days before such meet- 
ing. 

Section 11. Whenever an officer or member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee shall become permanently incapacitated, 
or cease to be a member of the Association, his office shall 
thereby become vacant 

Section 12. Vacancies in any of the offices except that 
of President and vacancies in any of the Committees shall 
be filled by the President ; and in case of the temporary in- 
capacity or absence of the Recording Secretary, Correspond- 
ing Secretary, or Treasurer, the President shall appoint an 
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acting officer to perform their duties, but such acting of- 
ficer shall not thereby become a member of the Committee. 

Section 13. No officer, committeeman, or member of 
the Association shall receive pay for any services he may 
render for the Association or any of its committees, but his 
reasonable expenses incurred in the rendition of such ser- 
vices shall be paid. 

ARTICLE III. 

MEMBERSHIP AND DUES. 

Section 1. No person shall become a member of the 
Association unless he possesses the qualifications set forth 
in the Fifth Article of the Articles of Association and unless 
he is elected to membership by the Executive Committee 
in the manner hereinafter provided, and pays the admission 
fee and signs the By-Laws. 

Section 2. Any person desiring to become a member 
of the Association shall file his application therefor in writ- 
ing with the Recording Secretary stating his business ad- 
dress, and the Recording Secretary shall report the appli- 
cation to the Executive Committee at its next meeting. 

Section 3. The application shall thereupon be referred 
to a standing or special sub-committee on membership of the 
Executive Committee. 
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Section 4. The sub-committee on memfcership shall 
examine into the qualifications of the applicant and make 
a report to the Executive Committee with all convenient 
speed. 

Section 5. Whenever an application for membership 
is reported to the Executive Committee, a vote of the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee shall be had upon such 
application: — provided, however, an application may be 
withdrawn at any time before final action thereon is taken 
by the Executive Committee. 

Section 6. If any member of the Executive Committee 
so requests, a vote by secret ballot shall be had upon any ap- 
plication for membership: otherwise the vote shall be viva 
voce. 

Section 7. In case four votes be cast against any ap- 
plication for membership, the application shall thereby be 
rejected. 

Section 8. After the rejection of an application for 
membership, no new application from that member shall 
be acted upon within one year. 

Section 9. When an application for membership is 
accepted, the Corresponding Secretary shall notify the ap- 
plicant, who shall thereby become a member of the Associa- 
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tion upon payment to the Treasurer of the admission fee 
of Three Dollars and signing the By-Laws. 

Section 10. The membership of any member in the As- 
sociation shall terminate ipso facto upon the happening of 
any of the following events : — 

A. The filing of the resignation of the member with 
the Recording Secretary. 

B. The conviction of the member of a felony or a mis- 
demeanor involving moral turpitude in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

C. The adjudication in any form of action by any court 
having jurisdiction over the member and the subject matter 
that the member has been guilty of intentional misappro- 
priation of money or property, extortion, blackmail, or 
actual fraud and deceit. 

D. The adjudication in any form of action by any court 
having jurisdiction over the member and the subject matter 
that the member has failed to account to his client for money 
or property received by him belonging to his client, and the 
failure of the member to satisfy the judgment. 

E. The disbarment or suspension from practice of any 
member by any court of competent jurisdiction. 
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F. The expulsion of a member for unprofessional con- 
duct in the manner provided by the By-Laws. 

G. The finding by the Executive Committee that the 
member has ceased to possess the qualifications required for 
membership by the Fifth Article of the Articles of Associa- 
tion and the order of the Executive Committee that his name 
be stricken from the rolls. 

H. The finding by the Executive Committee that the 
member has failed to pay his annual dues within thirty days 
after service upon him of due notice of his delinquency, and 
the order by the Executive Committee that his name be 
stricken from the rolls for non-payment of dues. 

Section 11. The annual dues of members shall be two 
dollars and shall be payable on the first day of February 
of each year. 

ARTICLE IV. 

GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES. 

Section 1. The President shall be the official head of 
the Association and when present, shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the members of the Association and at all meetings 
of the Executive Committee. 
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Section 2. The President, when present, shall repre- 
sent the Association at all social functions or public cere- 
monies, unless he delegates this duty to a committee. 

Section 3. The President shall conduct through the 
Corresponding Secretary all the correspondence of the As- 
sociation, acting however, in all business matters under the 
direction of the Executive Committee. 

Section 4. The President shall also possess the other 
powers and perform the other duties elsewhere set forth 
herein. 

Section 6. The First Vice-President shall perform all 
the duties of the President in case of the temporary inca- 
pacity of the President or his absence, and also when re- 
quested so to do by the President. 

Section 6. The Second Vice-President shall perform 
all the duties of the President, in case of the temporary in- 
capacity of both the President and First Vice-President, or 
the absence of both. 

Section 7. In case the President, and both Vice-Presi- 
dents are incapacitated or absent, the Executive Committee 
shall designate some member to temporarily perform the 
duties of President. 
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Section 8. The Recording Secretary shall keep a rec- 
ord of the proceedings of all meetings of the members of 
the Association and of all meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and of all matters of which a record shall be ordered 
by the President or Executive Committee. 

Section 9. The Recording Secretary shall be the keep- 
er of the se^l of the Association, and perform all the duties 
usually incident to the office herein elsewhere provided. 

Section 10. The Corresponding Secretary shall, under 
the direction of the President and Executive Committee, 
conduct all the correspondence of the Association, and send 
and serve all notices pertaining to its business. 

Section 11. The Treasurer shall keep at all times a 
complete roll of the members of the Association, which 
roll with a copy of the By-Laws attached shall be signed 
by all new members. 

Section 12. The Treasurer shall collect and, under the 
direction of the Executive Committee, disburse all funds of 
the Association. 

Section 13. The Treasurer shall keep regular accounts 
in books belonging to the Association, which shall be open 
to inspection by any member of the Association. 
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Section 14. The Treasurer shall at the annual meeting 
of the members of the Association, make a full report of 
the receipts and disbursements of the past year, suitably 
classified, and of all outstanding obligations of the Associa- 
tion, and any suggestion he may think proper to make. 

Section 15. The Treasurer shall, whenever requested 
by the Executive Committee, make a report of the financial 
condition of the Association, and furnish a list of all mem- 
bers delinquent in the payment of their dues. 

Section 16. The accounts of the Treasurer shall be 
audited by a committee of three members of the Association 
appointed by the President, which committee shall report 
to the Executive Committee in the month of April of each 
year. 

Section 17. The Executive Committee shall have en- 
tire and exclusive control of the business of the Association, 
except as otherwise herein provided, and no money shall 
be disbursed except upon order of the Executive Committee. 

Section 18. The Executive Committee shall pass upon 
all applications for membership. 

Section 19. The Executive Committee shall possess 
the other powers and perform the other duties provided 
elsewhere herein. 
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Section 20. Parliamentary rules as given in Robert's 
Rules of Order shall govern at all meetings of the Asso- 
ciation and the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 

SPECIAL POWERS AND DUTIES. 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have 
power to make a finding that any member has ceased to 
possess the qualifications for membership required by the 
Fifth Article of the Articles of Association and order his 
name stricken from the rolls, after giving the member due 
notice of the intended action and an opportunity to be heard 
thereon. 

Section 2. The Executive Committee shall have 
power to make a finding that a member has failed to pay 
his annual dues within thirty days after service upon him 
of due notice of his delinquency and to order his name 
stricken from the rolls, after giving the member due notice 
in writing of the intended action and an opportunity to be 
heard thereon. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
mittee to order stricken from the rolls the name of any 
member, — 
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A. Who has died. 

B. Who has resigned. 

C. Who has been convicted of a felony or a misde- 
meanor involving moral turpitude in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

D. Who has been adjudicated in any form of action 
in any court having jurisdiction in the premises of having 
been guilty of intentional misappropriation of money or 
property, blackmail, extortion, or actual fraud and deceit. 

E. Who has been adjudicated in any form of action in 
any court having jurisdiction in the premises of having 
failed to account to his client for money or property received 
by him belonging to his client and who has failed to satisfy 
the judgment. 

F. Who has been disbarred or suspended from practice 
by any court of competent jurisdiction. 

G. Who has been expelled. 

But the failure of the Executive Committee to strike the 
name of such member from the rolls shall not thereby ef- 
fect the retention by such member of his membership, if 
the fact which has terminated his membership exists: and 
any other member shall have the right to object to such 
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member exercising any of the privileges or performing any 
of the duties of membership by reason of such fact. 

Section 4. Whenever ' charges shall be preferred 
against a member by another member or by a non-member 
or by any judicial officer, the charges shall be referred to 
the Executive Committee for examination. If the charges 
are made by a member or non-member he shall be required 
to reduce them to writing and file them in duplicate with the 
President or Recording Secretary. If the charges are made 
by a judicial officer, they shall be reduced to writing in dup- 
licate on information and belief under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. 

Thereupon the Executive Committee shall proceed to 
the examination of the charges in manner following : — 

If the charges state a prima facie case of unprofessional 
conduct on the part of the accused member of sufficient 
gravity if true, to warrant the expulsion of the member, a 
copy of the charges shall be served upon the accused mem- 
ber either personally or by registered mail with a notice 
that the accused member may file with the Recording Sec- 
retary an answer to the charges at any time within ten days 
after service. The Executive Committee may extend the 
time in which the accused member may file such answer. 
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Upon receipt of an answer in duplicate from the accused 
member, one copy of the answer may be delivered to the 
complaining party in the discretion of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Upon the receipt of the answer or in default thereof 
after the time for an answer has elapsed, the Executive Com- 
mittee as a whole or through a sub-committee shall proceed 
to examine into the charges in the manner and at the times 
it deems suitable. 

If no answer has been filed and, as the result of the ex- 
amination, the Executive Committee are still of the opinion 
that the charges are of sufficient gravity to warrant expul- 
sion of the member and that there is evidence of the truth 
of the charges, the Executive Committee shall thereupon 
make an order expelling the member and striking his name 
from the rolls. 

If an answer has been filed and, as the result of the ex- 
amination, the Executive Committee are still of the opinion 
that the charges are of sufficient gravity to warrant expul- 
sion of the member, if true, and that there is reasonable evi- 
dence of the truth of the charges, the Executive Committee 
shall direct a trial of the charges in manner following: — 

If the charges are of such a nature that the Executive 
Committee are of the opinion that it is practicable to ascer- 
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tain their truth or falsity in a proceeding in a court of law, 
they shall recommend the institution and prosecution of 
such a proceeding. And if they deem best and the com- 
plaining party consents, the President shall appoint a Pros- 
ecuting Committee from the members of the Association 
to assist in or have charge of such proceeding in the court 
of law. 

If, as a result of the proceeding in the court of law,, a 
judgment or decree is rendered in effect adjudicating the 
charges or the material portions thereof to be true, the ac- 
cused member shall thereupon be expelled by the Executive 
Committee. 

If, as the result of the proceeding in the court of law, 
a judgment or decree is rendered in effect adjudicating the 
charges or the material portions thereof to be not true, the 
accused member shall be exonerated by the Executive Com- 
mittee and the charges dismissed. 

If no judgment or decree is rendered in the proceeding 
within a reasonable time because of delay or postponement 
caused by either party, or if the suit is discontinued by the 
complaining party, the Executive Committee may dis- 
miss the charges or proceed to ascertain their truth or 
falsity in manner following: 
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If the charges are of such a nature that the Executive 
Committee are of the opinion that it is not practicable to 
ascertain their truth or falsity in a proceeding in a court of 
law, the Executive Committee shall order the trial of the 
truth or falsity of the charges before five disinterested and 
unprejudiced members of the Association, not officers or 
members of the Executive Committee, who shall be appoint- 
ed by the President as soon as practicable after the annual 
meeting at which the President is elected and within thirty 
days after such meeting. Such five members shall consti- 
tute the Committee on Discipline and shall hold office until 
the next annual meeting and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified, and shall act as judges. 

On the trial of any accused member, such accused mem- 
ber and the prosecuting committee hereinafter provided for' 
shall each have the right peremptorily to excuse one of the 
judges and in such event the President shall appoint a dis- 
interested member or members of the Association to fill the 
vacancy or vacancies so caused, who shall act as judge or 
judges on such trial only. 

The judges shall have complete power over the subse- 
quent proceedings and shall conduct the trial as near as may 
be in the manner suits at law are conducted, except that the

witnesses shall not be sworn, and that such trial shall not 
be in public unless the accused shall so desire. The judges 
shall hear all the testimony and render a decision which shall 
be final and not subject to appeal, provided a majority of the 
judges unite in the decision and report that the trial was 
conducted as near as may be in the manner suits at law are 
conducted (except that the witnesses were not required to 
be sworn) and each party had an opportunity to be present 
and hear all the testimony and cross-examine witnesses. 

If a majority of the judges unite in a decision and re- 
port as aforesaid that the accused member has been guilty 
of unprofessional conduct, the member shall thereupon stand 
expelled from the Association without further action. 

If a majority of the judges do not unite in a decision and 
report as aforesaid that the accused member has been guilty 
of unprofessional conduct, the charges shall stand dismissed 
without further action. 

The Executive Committee may return a decision and 
report to the judges for completion or the correction of mis- 
takes in form. 

In case of a trial before judges who are members of the 
Association, if the Executive Committee deem best, a Pros- 
ecuting Committee from the members of the Association 
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shall be appointed by the President, which committee shall 
assist or have charge of the prosecution. 

Section 6, Whenever charges of unprofessional con- 
duct shall be alleged against any member in the public press 
or by common rumor, the President, upon the request of 
any three members of the Association shall appoint a sub- 
committee of the Executive Committee to examine into the 
charges, which committee shall examine and report whether 
the charges are worthy of further examination. And if, 
in the opinion of the sub-committee, the charges are worthy 
of further examination and the Executive Committee shall 
accept their report, the President shall appoint a Prosecuting 
Committee to formulate the charges in writing in duplicate 
on information and belief; and thereupon the same pro- 
cedure shall be had as provided when charges are preferred 
by a member. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
mittee to recommend to the proper court the disbarment or 
suspension from practice of any member of the Bar of 
Wayne County, who has been adjudicated guilty in any 
form of action by any court of competent jurisdiction of a 
felony, a misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, the inten- 
tional misappropriation of money or property, extortion, 
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blackmail, or actual fraud and deceit, or who has likewise 
been adjudicated guilty of withholding from his client 
money or property received in his professional capacity and 
belonging to his client and has failed to satisfy the judg- 
ment. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
mittee to recommend to the proper court the disbarment or 
suspension from practice of any member of the Bar of 
Wayne County, who has been guilty of unprofessional con- 
duct of sufficient gravity to warrant his expulsion from mem- 
bership in the Association, if a member thereof. 

Section 8. Whenever disbarment proceedings are or- 
dered to be commenced against any member of the Bar of 
Wayne County by any court of record in Michigan and the 
assistance of the Association is requested by the court or 
by a judge thereof, it shall be the duty of the President, if 
the Executive Committee so orders, to appoint a Prose- 
cuting Committee to assist in or conduct the prosecution of 
such proceedings. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of any member when 
requested so to do by the Executive Committee or the judges 
appointed to try charges of unprofessional conduct against 
a member, to attend at any meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee or sub-committee and at any trial aforesaid, and 
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answer all proper questions and exhibit books and papers, 
provided that the member is not asked to incriminate him- 
self or disclose any confidential or privileged information. 

Section 10. It shall be the duty of all members to act 
as judges and prosecutors, when appointed by the President, 
provided they are qualified so to act. 

Section 11. It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
mittee to inquire into all alleged abuses of power and au- 
thority and improper conduct on the part of any judicial 
officer holding court in the City of Detroit ; and in case the 
Executive Committee think proper, they shall report the 
same to the Association with their recommendation. 

Section 12. It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
mittee to inquire into any alleged improper conduct on the 
part of any court officer or commissioner in Wayne County 
and take such action or no action in the premises as they 
think proper. 

Section 13. It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
mittee to examine into all matters, which concern the wel- 
fare and usefulness of the Bar of the City of Detroit and 
act in the premises in case they are expressly authorized by 
the Articles of Association and these By-Laws so to do: — 
and if not, to make report thereon to the Association. 
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ARTICLE VL 

ELECTIONS AND NOMINATIONS. 

Section 1. Not less than thirty days before any pri- 
mary election shall be held, at which candidates for the of- 
fice of judge of any court of record in Wayne County are 
to be selected, the Executive Committee shall fix a time 
and place for receiving the vote of members of the Asso- 
ciation, indicating their preference for candidates of each 
political party, which time shall be at least five days prior 
to the last day fixed by law for receiving the names of can- 
didates to be voted upon at such primary election. The 
Corresponding Secretary shall thereupon give not less than 
ten days' notice by mail to each member of the Association, 
stating the time, place and the purpose of taking such vote. 

Section 2. Any five members of the Association may 
place any person in nomination for such election by filing 
such nomination in writing, signed by them with the Record- 
ing Secretary of the Association not less than three days 
before the time fixed for taking such vote, which nomination 
shall also bear the acceptance in writing of the candidate 
proposed, and shall show the political party for which such 
nomination is suggested. 
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Section 3. At the expiration of the time fixed for re- 
ceiving nominations, the Recording Secretary, under di- 
rection of the Executive Committee, shall cause printed 
ballots to be prepared, which shall contain the names of all 
candidates so nominated, placed in an order determined by 
lot, in columns indicating the political party for which the 
nomination of a candidate is suggested. The ballot shall 
be in the following form :

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The names of any members signing any nomination 
shall nbt be disclosed by any officer or by the Executive 
Committee. 

Section 4. At the expiration of the time limited for 
receiving nominations, the Executive Committee shall ap- 
point a committee of three members of the Association, 
not members of the Executive Committee or named as can- 
didates, who shall be a committee on elections, and shall 
have charge of all necessary arrangements for such elec- 
tion, which shall be conducted, as near as said Committee 
may deem expedient, like primary elections. Such Com- 
mittee shall also have charge of the ballot-box during the 
election and of the counting of the votes. The necessary 
expenses of election shall be paid from the treasury of the 
Association. 

Section 5. On the day fixed for the election, the polls 
shall be opened at 9 o'clock A. M., and shall remain open 
until 4 o'clock P. M., during which time ballots shall be 
received and deposited in a locked ballot-box. Each mem- 
ber shall be entitled to cast one ballot, upon which he may 
indicate by a cross a candidate for each office to be filled 
for each political party, but no member shall vote who is 
delinquent in his dues. Any ballot containing a greater 
number of nominations shall be rejected and not counted. 
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Section 6. Immediately upon the closing of the polls, 
the Committee on Election shall proceed to count the bal- 
lots and shall make written report of the result of such count 
to the Executive Committee, who shall thereupon make pub- 
lic announcement of the entire vote in the newspapers for 
five days before the primary election. 

Section 7. If the two political parties, which polled 
the largest number of votes at the last election for Governor 
of Michigan shall at any election for a judge of a court of 
record in Wayne County agree not to hold party primaries 
or party conventions and consent to non-partisan nomina- 
tions, the Executive Committee shall so alter the form of the 
ballot and the method of nominating and balloting as to make 
the same wholly non-partisan, and each member shall ex- 
press his preference without regard to party. 

Section 8. Immediately after a vacancy exists in the 
office of judge of any State court of record in Wayne Coun- 
ty, which vacancy will be filled by appointment and not by 
popular election, the Executive Committee may fix a time 
and place for receiving the vote of members of the Asso- 
ciation, indicating their preference regarding the person 
to receive the appointment. 
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The Corresponding Secretary shall thereupon give not 
less than five days' notice by mail to each member of the 
Association stating the time, place and the purpose of taking 
such vote. 

Section 9. Any five members of the Association may 
place any person in nomination for such appointment by 
filing such nomination in writing signed by them with the 
Recording Secretary of the Association not less than two 
days before the time fixed for taking such vote, which nom- 
ination shall also bear the acceptance in writing of the can- 
didate proposed. 

Section 10. At the expiration of the time fixed for re- 
ceiving nominations, the Recording Secretary under direc- 
tion of the Executive Committee shall cause printed ballots 
to be prepared which shall contain the names of all candi- 
dates so nominated placed in an order determined by lot. 
The names of members signing any nomination shall not be 
disclosed by any officer or by the Executive Committee. 

Section 11. At the expiration of the time limited for 
receiving nominations, the Executive Committee shall ap- 
point a committee of three members of the Association, not 
members of the Executive Committee or named as candi- 
dates, who shall be a committee on elections, and shall have 
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charge of all necessary arrangements for such election, 
which shall be conducted, as near as said Committee may 
deem expedient, like primary elections. Such Committee 
shall also have charge of the ballot-box during the election 
and of the counting of the votes. The necessary expenses 
of election shall be paid from the treasury of the Associa- 
tion. 

Section 12. On the day fixed for the election, the polls 
shall be opened at 9 o'clock A. M. and shall remain open 
until 4 o'clock P. M., during which time ballots shall be 
received and deposited in locked ballot-box. Each mem- 
ber shall be entitled to cast one ballot, upon which he may 
indicate by a cross a candidate for each office to be filled. 
Any ballot containing a greater number of nominations 
shall be rejected and not counted. No member shall vote 
who is delinquent in his dues. 

Section 13. Immediately upon the closing of the polls, 
the committee on election shall proceed to count the ballot 
and shall make a written report of the result of such count 
to the Executive Committee, who shall thereupon make pub- 
lic announcement of the entire vote in the newspapers. 
And the President and Recording Secretary, under seal of 
the Association, shall transmit to the officer whose duty it 
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is to make the appointment, a certificate of the entire vote. 

Section 14. No member who is a candidate for election 
or appointment to any judicial office shall act as an officer 
of the Association or a member of the Executive Committee, 
or a member of the Election Committee in any matter cov- 
ered by Article VI of these By-Laws. 

ARTICLE VIL 

AMENDMENTS. 

The Articles of Association and these By-Laws may be 
amended at any meeting of the Association by a majority 
vote of those present when such amendment is recommend- 
ed by the Executive Committee. When such amendment is 
not recommended by the Executive Committee, a two-third 
vote of those present and voting shall be required and at 
least twenty affirmative votes: — ^provided, that no amend- 
ment to the Articles of Association or to the By-Laws shall 
be considered at a meeting unless at least ten days before 
said meeting a copy of the proposed amendment and notice 
of the same in writing shall have been furnished to the 
President.
